MR. DAVEY 

In his opening remarks Mr. Davey 
said that ho thought those present 
would agree with him when he ulllnn 
ed that It was In the Interests of the 
country that the MeBridO govern- 
ment should be returned. (Hear, 
hear.) Everything was flourishing, 
every district was prosperous, and 
this gratifying condition hud been 
brought about by the wise adminis- 
tration of Premier McBride and his 
colleagues. (-Applause.) There was 
no doubt that the present would be 
an Inopportune time to make a 
change. He was of tho opinion that 
there was a good deal in the good old 
Conservative axiom, "Leave well 
enough alone." That, ho thought, was 
a point which the electors would bear 
In mind on tho 2nd of February, 
An Object Lesson 

Tho speaker referred to tho >ro- 
marks of A. T. Gurd, of Petrolia, Out. 
That gentleman had come to British 
Columbia some years ago, but had 
boon frightened away owing to the 
unstable condition of affairs. Coining 
back after the government of Prem- 
ier McBride had assumed control, ho 
had been so satisiied with the. legis- 
lation which had been . introduced, 
thut ho had made heavy investments 
and would probably do more along 
tho same line if the present govern- 
ment was sustained and his venture 
was successful. 

Mr. Buvey also thought the people 
should object to the obvious inter- „,.,,.„„..,„, 
ferenco of the federal authorities in P">PO«lon« 
tho affairs of tho province. This was 
evidenced by the arrival of W. W. B. 
Mclnnes and the resignation of 
Judgo Henderson in Vancouver for 
tho purpose of taking a hand in the 
'election. Ho was of the opinion that 
tho pooplc would express their re- 
sentment In unmistakable terms. 

He mentioned the commendable 
stand that tho Premier had taken In 
regard to better terms. There was 
no doubt that the endorsation of tho 
administration would ensure the set- 
tlement of that question much more 
satisfactorily than it' the Liberals 
were placed in power. (Applause.) 

The speaker argued that the ad- 
ministration was entitle to support. 
He. took his seat amid much enthu- 
siasm. 

MR. ^E HNS EN 

H. F. W. Behnsen thought the elec- 
torate was lucky to have been gov- 
erned by Premier McBride and his as- 
sociates during the past three years. 
Tho province had been brought from 
a condition of financial bankruptcy 
to one of comparative affluence. Per- 
sonally he stood for the highest possi- 
ble wages to the workingnnm. (Ap- 
plause.) He hail always employed 
ijuito a number of men, and had al- 
ways got on with them amicably. 



ducted the affairs of the country in a 
business-like manner. Every depart- 
ment showed a material increase in 
revenue — an advance which had taken 
place- during the past three years. The 
mineral, the timber, the fruit growing 
and, all other industries, were in a 
flourishing condition. What had 
brought ttiis about'.' Nothing else, he 
answered, than tho wise way in which 
the present administration had guided 
the destinies of the province. (Ap- 
plause.) 

If VV. W. B. Mclnnes were returned 
to power — there was no doubt that he 
would be the most Influential fuctor 
In a Liberal government If one wero 
formed — what would happen? Much 
of the ir.vostmont of capital, which had 
taken place recently, would cease. Cap- 
italists would hesitate to risk their 
money in the exploitation of the re- 
cources of British Columbia. And 
they would scarcely be to blume in 
hesitating to place confidence in an 
administration led by such a man. 
What was the record of Mr. Mclnnes? 
One of perpetual diversity and change. 

Taking the platform upon Which J. 
A. Macdonnkl, K. C, asked for the 
support of the people, the speaker 
went over each clause, showing how 
111 tie substance there was to each. In 
reference to the proposed Creation of a 
department of labor and immigration, 
Mr. Thomson pointed out that the for 
iner only amounted to tho appoint 
ment of a few capable men to look 
after the interests of the worklngmeh. 
That tlie McBride government, 
doubt, would take Into consideration. 
In the past they had always evinced 
an interest in the welfare of the lab- 
orers, and ho was confident that tho 
same would bo tho case in the future 
(Applause.) As for immigration, that 
was a matter which was being dealt 
With, and he fflt safe in saying that 
the present administration would not 
rest until a proper solution had been 
reached. (Applause.) 

Given Attention 
In regard to Irrigation, lie did not 
think there was any section of land 
large enough In British Columbia to 
permit, the initiation of a big Irriga- 
tion scheme in u satisfactory man- 
ner. In Arizona, Alberta and other 
places such a thing was possible Bui 
in this province tho conditions wero 
different, and consequently, those In 
control would h, ;ii to deal with the 
matter in another? way. 

Forest protection, Mr. Thomson said. 
Was commendable, but he doubted 
Whether it could be carried out in this 
province on an extensive scale. At 
any rate IT such a tiling wero under- 
taken It would prove a task of huge 
one that would cost an 
Immense amount Of money. He un- 
derstood, however, that the govern- 
ment hud already in hand the mat- 
ter of tlie protection of the forests of 
the province from lire. A matter ot 
that kind, It could easily be under- 
stood, took some time to completely 
organize. 

The survey of crown lands was an- 
other undertaking Which requlreu 
money. Up to the present the gov- 
ernment had been worrying along 
without that necessity. Now, however, 
they had placed the llnanees upon a 
sound basis. Already action had been 
taken in that direction. For instance, 
tin; Bulkley valley land had been 
surveyed to a great extent and con- 
siderable of it sold to settlers. Un- 
doubtedly tlie same progressive pol- 
icy would la; continued. (Applause.) 

The suggestion that tho School act 
should be repealed lie would leave 
Mr. George Jay to deal with. Mr: 
Macdonald's declaration In favor of a 
change in the mining laws he consid- 
ered inimical to the best interests ot 
that Industry. lie contended that tht 
reason so much progress had been 
made by that industry during the past 
three years was because of the fact 
that Premier McBride had made no 
changes In these laws. (Applause.)

MR. JAY 

George Jay thought tho attendance 
spoke well for the support which tlie 
McBride government would receive 
from the residents of the district. 
(Applause). 

In reference to tho School Act, ho 
outlined the hlBtory of the educational 
system in British Columbia. He drew 
attention to the fact that previous to 
I'.iOO tho whole expense of maintain- 
ing the schools was paid from the 
treasury of the province. Finding 
this too heavy a burden, tlie govern- 
ment had amended the act In such a 
way that tho larger cities had been 
called upon to bear a fair share of the 
burden in supporting the schools', 
Later this principle of "home rule" 
had been extended to somo of tlie 
smaller cities. Then, in 11105. much 
tho same principle had been applied 
to tho rural districts. 

In 1005, Mr. Jay said, the Incorpor- 
ated cities had expended some $240,000 
UpOh their schools, while the govern- 
ment had made an outlay in the same 
direction of $729,000, Mr. Macdon- 
ald's manifesto announced his deter- 
mination to rCVfirt to the former con- 
dition of affairs: That being the case, 
ho wanted to know what he Intended 
to do to make up tho .amount which 
was furnished by the respective tlis-

The Ussurlkaya Zhlxn, of Vladivos- 
tok, reports the affair as follow 
Shortly after S o'clock at night t 
house of Soniirotoff, a prominent Vlad- 
ivostok merchant, was entered by a 
supposed military officer escorted by 
tour policemen, three soldiers and one 
civil official. Tho officer showed 
SomirotoiT an order from tho com' 
mandant of the fortress which author' 
Ized the bearer to make a search of the 
premises for proclamations and false 
money. Semirotpff in his alarm did 
not carefully examine the order ex- 
hibited and awaited the result of tho 
search. In the room were found HH^ 
roubles of ready money which the of- 
tleor took himself and Informed Semi- 
rotpff that if the money proved to be 
genuine, he would receive it back on 
tho following day at the head-quar- 
ters of the fortress. Having taken the 
money, the captain noted its receipt 
on the order. The note was written 
In a shaky hand and. apparently, un- 
grammatically. Having finished the 
ceremony of the search, the entire 
company disappeared. On the follow- 
ing day it turned out that tho entire 
comedy with Its disguise had been 
perpetrated by certain swindlers. The 
order whs written in bold clerk's hand- 
writing; its wording was mere jargon; 
tho signatures were Illegible. The seal, 
probably, was made with a cork and 
also very roughly. According to the

| spoko Russian very badly. He was 
clothed In tin overcoat with bright but- 
tons, with sword and revolver, and had 
a portfolio in his hands.

triets. Necessarily he would have to 
increase taxation. That, he thought, 
was a move which the electors would 
scarcely tolerate.

Act. That had been demonstrated by 
the efforts made by the administration 
to settle tho Fornle strike. Those ef- 
forts had been successful. (Applause). 

Mr. Bolden also commended the atti- 
tude assumed by Premier McBrlde In 
regard to railroad construction. He 
did not believe in In ad or cash sub- 
sidles. Ills policy was one which had 
In mind the retaining for the people 
their natural heritage. (Applause). 

Of tho increuse in taxation he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the govern- 
ment had dono well.

Eighteen Japanese Rescued From 
Sinking Schooner Kayama 
. Maru by Liner 



"With eighteen shipwrecked Japan- 
ese on board, taken from the sinking 
schooner Kayama Maru, 149 tons, on 
the afternoon of December lOtb, In 38 
north latitude 147 cast longitude, 
about 200 miles oft the Japanese 
coast, the Blue Funnel liner Tydeus, 
Capt. Campbell, reached port from 
Liverpool via the Suez, Straits Settle- 
ments and Chinese and Japanese 
porta. The Japanese captain, Uye- 
gaki Voshljo and seventeen others, 
wearing straw wajari and the usual 
Japanese hoorl, had been without food 
and water for ton days, living on a 
few grains of rice garnered from tho 
hull of the derelict schooner; and all 
were emaciated and suffering from 
starvation when brought on hoard the 
Tydeus. 

Tho Tydeus was two days out when 
the Kayama Maru was sighted, 
swinging in a choppy sea with rib- 
boned sails. From her halyards tho 
Lloyd's code signals were flown to 
signal: "We want food and water." 
A sampan hung in the davits at tho 
stern similar to the sternboat of a 
sealer, and Capt. Campbell hoisted a 
signal to say: "Send a boat for sup- 
plies." Meanwhile the Tydeus hove 
to. No sooner was she stopped than 
the sampan was lowered away and all 
hands began piling bundles, wicker 
baskets, and tumbled oyer the schoon- 
er's side. V 

After lifting from wave to wave 
With the long sweeps working from 
the stern after tho maimer of Jap- 
aneso boatmen the sampan was 
brought' alongside and one of the Ty- 
deus crow who spoke Japanese shout- 
ed to tho -shipwrecked men to come 
and get some mats or rice and casks 
of water; but Capt. Uyegaki wanted 
to come on board with his men. Fear- 
ing delay at quarantine, Capt. Camp- 
bell was more anxious that the cap- 
tain sail his vessel back to Japan if 
she was sufficiently seaworthy, and 
lowered, mats of rice, etc., at, the sumo 
time giving the Japanese Shipmaster 
the position. However, a rope had 
been lowered overside by some Jnp-

onese at tho instance of the ship- 
wreekod men and tho Japanese cap- 
tain tied the end around his budy and 
frantically signalled those on the Ty- 
deus to hoist tip. Then all hands were 
taken on board. 

The abandoned schooner swung 
away, and as she was a menace to 
shipping, being In tho direct patli of 
steamBhlps it was decided to destroy 
her. A boat's crew with four men 
was sent from tho Tydeus with kero- 
sene and after sprinkling the vessel 
well they ilred her. In a short time 
the vessel was blazing from end to 
ond; and before the Tydeus stood on 
hor voyabo the abandoned derelict was 
wrapped In lire. Sho would soon burn 
to tho water's edge and go down. 

Capt. Uyegaki and ills mon were in 
a pitiable condition and when they 
had been given food told of their ex- 
periences. Tho Kayama Maru, a 
foreign-style schooner trading and 
lishing on the Japanese coast had left 
Malko In ballast for Kobe on De- 
cember 1'Jlh, a voyage involving but 
u tow dnys. A southwest gale had 
boon encountered .soon after leaving 
the east coast port of Japan and the 
vessel had been blown off shoro. She 
was badly strained and the captain 
could not' work hor back. Provisioned 
only for a brief voyage food and 
water soon gave out, and for ten days 
tho eighteen were without other food 
than an occasional grain of rice when 
picked up. 

Two days before the Tydeus came 
a steamer had been seen inbound but 
was too far distant to be attracted to 
rescuo tho unfortunates. All hands 
abandoned hope whon this vessel 
passed, some throwing themselves on 
the deck to weep when tho hull dipp- 
ed over the hortecm. 

The Japanese seamen wore landed 
here and the Japanese consul at Van- 
couver Mr. Morikawa, has been noti- 
fied of their arrival. He, or a rep- 
resentative is expected to arrive to- 
night to arrange for the return of 
the shipwrecked company to tho 
homeland. The lost nchooner was 
owned by Uyegaki, and was Insured 
ia a Japanese comp any.

Secretary's Report 

In presenting a report of the year's 
work of this association I And little to say 
of the actual work done, as earlv In the 
year It was decided to give prominence to 
Hie building fund and allow the mainten- 
ance fund, for which this Hneiely is work- 
Ins, to fall into the background, 

With the exception of the proceeds of u 
very successful concert, there ins been no 
mouey raised for the maintenance fund 
tills year, hut we feel sure that the many 
efforts that have been made to arouse the 
Interest of the public In this question have 
not been without rrnuH. 

There have been seven meetings held dur- 
ing the year. At the Mnv meeting^Ur. 
Fagnu suggested that, as it was not advis- 
able to draw on the maintenance fund for 
the help Riven to locnl cases, an extra 
fund he raised fur this purpose. It was 
moved ami seconded that Mm. Benuelmnip 
Tye and Mrs. Gnlletly lie a committee to 
form n young people's auxiliary in order to 
Interest them in this work and to devise 
means of obtaining this Bpeclnl fund. This 
resolution was unanimously carried, and 
the result has been a most energetic and 
successful auxiliary society. 

During the year many efforts have lieen 
made to Interest the public In this .most 
Important question. Dr. Pagan, on Tiehnlf 
of the society, interviewed Hie Ministerial 
Association and asked for n Sunday to he 
glvrn to the tuberculosis question, Ills 
request met with a very heartv response, 
and a ■Sundar wns set aside for this pur- 
pose. The Mayor wns seen and asked to 
enforce the by-law re expectoration on the 
streets and In public buildings. The tram- 
way management was also interviewed ns 
to the unsanitary condition of the steps of 
the cars. 

During the year the association affiliated 
with the Local Council of Women, and at 
the annual meeting of the Council, a reso- 
lution asking for the co operation and help 
Of the Council In the work of this associa- 
tion, was moved by Mrs. Roche Robertson. 

At the December meeting a committee 
was appointed to enquire Into any local 
cases of tuberculosis that could bo heard 
of, and as far m possible to Improve their 
condition. 

Many people suffering from this disease 
have been aided by the association during 
the year, three nurses being employed In 
this work, and we feel that although the 
money for the building fund comes In slow- 
ly, when wo think of the comparatively 
short time that thin question has been 
pressed upon the attention of the people, I 
we have every reason to be encouraged,

THE ISLANDS 

Our advices from the Islands are 
to the effect that Mr. McPhillipa is 
meeting with an excellent reception, 
and that the prospects of his election 
nr.- very good indeed. The contest 
between him and Mr. Paterson will 
be fought out on principle. Tho can- 
didates respect each other and thore 
is no personul hostility between them. 
They arc both resident of tins city, 
so that neither lias an advantage over 
the other in respect to residence. There 
are few local issues in tho campaign 
there, li is a clear and distinct trial of 
strength between two political parties. 
Which stand Cor things in local poli- 
tics between winch there is a wide dis- 
tinction. . 

Yv'r suppose that there is no part 
of the province more interested in 
\vi<£t!t the government has been doing 
for the fruit industry than tho con- 
stituency known as tho islands. It 
means much to the. residents of that 
ridixig. During the frequent discus- 
sions of questions relating to agri- 
culture in the Board of Trade, of which 
body He* la a very active member. Mr. 
Paterson has always been inclined to 
throw cold water upon any proposals 
that have been advanced. We have 
no desire to do him the least injus- 
tice or to represent him as taking a 
position, which he has not taken; and 
when we say that he has always re- 
garded efforts to promote the estab- 
lishment of rafmers in this province 
with a. pessimist ie eye, we say . what 
we think he will not deny. At this 
particular time in tho history of Brit- 
ish Columbia, agriculture, and espe- 
cially fruit raising call for the most 
a-jtiw consideration, and their promo- 
tion by every means of a public char- 
actor that is open to the government 
ought tb be undertaken. The effect 
of -such a policy would.be immediate. 
There is no clanger of overproduction. 
Tho market for our most profitable 
products Is large and increasing. One 
result of the government action is al- 
ready seen in this appreciation of the 
value of farm lands, and there Is no 
doubt that we have only reached the 
beginning of a period of greater in- 
crease. The residents of trie. Islands 
are very deeply concerned in every 
thing thdl Will promote the settle- 
ment of the riding, end we ask them 
to say frankly, If they do not believe 
that the policy pursued by tho govern- 
ment In connection with agriculture 
lias been of very great, advantage to 
them. We ask them why they should 
cast their votes In a direction that may 
had to a reversal of that policy, and 
is certain to lead to more or less in- 
terruption in carrying it out. Mr. 
Tatlow, .Minister of Finance and Ag- 
riculture, has matlc a line record for 
himself in respect to all matters bear- 
ing open tho promotion of agriculture, 
lie has the subject well in hand. His 
work lias been better planned and more 
satisfactorily carried out than that un- 
dertaken by any of his predecessors. 
Why should the people of what Is 
largely an agricultural constituency 
cast their votes against an adminis- 
tration of which Mr. Tatlow is so in- 
fluential a member? 

But the Island:- ought to support Mr. 
McPhillipa on a broader ground than 
■this. They ought to support him be- 
cause he comes before them as the 
candidate of a party, which has 
brought order out of political chaos 
lh this province. Most of the people 
of that riding arc men of conserva- 
tive, views. We use the word "con- 
servative" not In a political sense, but 
as implying thai disposition of mind, 
which desires to let well enough alone, 
and is Inclined to discourage dema- 
goguery and political experiments. 
Such men cannot reasonably expect 
g;ood results to follow from deposing 
the present administration and the 
formation of another, in which Mr. \V. 
W. B. Mclnnes will he the controlling 
spirit. They cannot afford to do this. 
"With all Mr. Paterson's ability and 
personal force, ho would stand no 
chance whatever in restraining Mr. 
Mclnnes. That gentleman willj if the 
Liberals win, represent tin? revolu- 
tionary element of that party, and he 
and they will break away from all 
control, that their more sober-minded 
associates might be Inclined to exer- 
cise. 

We shall he greatly mistaken If the 
people of the Islands do not east a 
majority vote, for stable conditions, 
for the continuation of provincial pros- 
perity, ami for tho maintenance in 



MR. DRURY'S LETTER 

Wo print a le.tter from Mr. R. L. 
Drury. We are always giad to print 
letters from Mr. Drury. They give him 
pleasure and they injure no one. Mr. 
Drury rises to tho occasion in his lot- 
ter and points out that the provincial 
government asked tho city council to 
give free water, for tho use of the 
Parliament grounds. The city council 
did so. No one seems to havo ob- 
jected. We have had a fairly lively 
municipal contest lately, and during 
the last year the water question has 
been discussed to some extent, but 
it does not appear to havo occurred 
to any one, until Mr. Drury bent his 
Intellect to tho task, that tho matter 
was of any particular importance one 
way or the other. All we have to say 
about It is that if anyone thinks this 
is a sufficient cause for refusing to 
sustain the present government, 
there Is no use arguing with him. It 
could only be his excuse, not his rea- 
son. 

Mr. Drury's second point is that, as 
the people of Ontario turned the 
Liberals out, notwithstanding tho fact 
that Sir Oliver Mowat was such an 
admirable person, much more should 
the people of British Columbia turn the 
McBrlde government out. The connec- 
tion between the two propositions may 
be obvious to Mr. Drury, but we ven- 
ture to say that he is the only man 
in British Columbia who can see it. 
If Mr, Drury had said that, notwith- 
standing the ability of .Sir . Oliver

A UNIVERSITY 

First and last we have had a good 
many election cries raised hi this 
city, hut the. most extraordinary, one 
is that of the Times of last ovenin 
when it devoted a column of space 
belaboring some one on tho .subject 
of a University, and to demands upon 
Messrs. Thomson, Behnsen and Davcy 
to tel! the people what they are going 
to do about it. We have not had 
opportunity of discussing the question 
with those gentlemen. Tor it never oc- 
curred to the Colonist thai any one 
would be so. absurd as to endeavor to 
make a political issue out of it. Wo 
supposed that the question of a pro- 
vincial, university is not yet far 
enough advanced to warrant any one 
in introducing it into political discus- 
sions, and we hope that it will never 
reach thai stage. But we have some 
general idea of the position which the 
gentlemen named lake on all subjects

Disturbed tho Atmospharo for a Time 
With Ration,. 

Tho schoolhouse at Foul Day was 
the scene of a Liberal rally last even- 
ing;. The schoolroom was not crowd- 
ed, the total number present being 
twenty-six. This gathering Included 
live candidates, two employees from 
file Liberal committee rooms, two re- 
porters, seven Liberals! from the city, 
a lady and one boy, the remainder be- 
ing electors from the Saanich district. 
Tho meeting was called for eight 
o'clock, but on the arrival of the can- 
didates the audience was composed 
of the two employees and two others. 
A long wait took place, during which 
.time one of the employees made fre- 
quent visits to the door in the hope 
that more electors might be induced 
to como in. A rig with two occupants 
passed. The travelers a.slced if the 
meeting was in the interest of the 
Conservative candidate, and when 
they wore told that it was a Liberal 
meeting, the horse was flicked with 
tli« whip and they proceeded on their 
way. 

After waiting for more than half II 
an hour, J. McDonald was voted to' H 
the chair, and called on Mr. Drury to 
address tho gathering. Mr. Drury 
took Tor ids .subject tho question of 
providing adequate protection for the 
forest reserves of the province. In 
caling with this matter, he stated I 
that it was a' subject that should m 
be considered as a party cry, and' 
should be taken up and dealt with In I 
a very effective manner. He consid- 
ered that tin- McBrido government 
had been negligent in not providing 
any method of protecting the natural! Bj 
resources of the province. He claim- j » 
ed that be did not tako the matter's 
up on tho floor of tho House, but 
wont privately to the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works. He had 
not received much encouragement. At 
this intorvlew he presented the com- 
missioner Willi considerable data, 
which he had secured from loggers 
who knew what thoy were talking 
about, hut unfortunately ho had lost 
his copy of the data he had given tho 
department. He stated that more 
timber was destroyed during the >car 
than was used by al! tho sawmills In 
tho province, and urged that a sys- 
tem similar to that adopted by On- 
tario should be put in force in (Ids 
provlnco, 

Mr. Drury dealt al length with the 
timber question, and closed his nd- 
dress by throwing bouquets at Mr. 
McNIven for introducing a new bal- 
lot, which had been accepted by tho 
government. He eulogized Mr. Mc- 
NIven In very Mattering terms for his 
efforts to secure a better ballot than 
was being used, and gave credit lo 
the government for accopting .-id vice 
from an opposition member. 

J. Piorcy was tlic next speaker, andi 
devoted his tlmo to telling those pres- 
ent what a lino follow ho was and | 
what he would do If elected. He Stat- 
ed that he did not look Tor the nom- 
ination, and had only accepted at the 
request of tils personal friends. If 
elected he would not only work for 
his district, but for the province at 
large. Ho had no axe to grind, nor 
was ho tied to the strings of any 
party or clique. In closing his re- 
marks, ho urged the electors to vole 
for hint because Uiey knew where to 
find him, whereas to find Mr. EbortB 
was Impossible, 

R. Halt, W. O. Cameron and J. D.

Sealing schooner Casco, Capt. Munro, 
which left here on Jan. 3 on a seal- 
ing cruise outlined for nine months 
with a full crew of 24 White hunters 
on board, has been stranded on the 
Lower California coast after losing her 
foremast, and may be a total wreck. 
News of the casualty came to the 
Victoria Sealing company yesterday In 
a telegram from Capt. William Munro, 
master of the vessel. ■ .. 

The Casco, which, was outfitted with 
ar for. otter hunting — the vessel 
brought homo 13 otter skins which 
brought over $10,000 In addition to her 
alch of S31 sealskins last season— was 
proceeding to the southern sea-otter 
grounds before following the seal herds 
north, and when off San Diego a gale 
was encountered which carried away 
the schooner's foremast. Crippled by 
the loss of her foremast and gear, Capt 
Munro was working his vessel Into an 
anchorage to repair when the strand- 
ing took place. • .< 

Capt. Munro decided to run into ban 
Quentin bay, a Lower California har- 
bor, and was working his vessel in 
when she drove ashore. Details are 
lacking, the telegram laconically stat- 
ing that when entering the harbor tho 
vessel "went on tho beach." The 
stores and outlit have been taken out 
of the stranded schooner and brought 
shore, and tho crew is ashore at San 
Quentin, a small! village containing 
about fifteen families on the sandy 
plain watered by the river which en- 
ters San Quentin bay. 

While it is not known here whether 
it will be possible to save the schoon- 
er, the owners are hopeful. The facil- 
ities for repairs at the scene of the 
stranding are not great, but, accord- 
ing to those who know the vicinity, 
there is a small gasolino launch oper- 
ated from this point which may assist 
thp Casco, and a gasoline trading 
schooner goes fortnightly to San Quen- 
tin. There is also a small coasting 
steamer of about 400 tons sailing out 
of San Diego, which makes a cull 
every two or three weeks. San Quen- 
tin bay, like many other inlets of tho 
Pacific coast, has a sand bar at the 
entrance, but has deep water and good 
anchorage Inside. To the north the 
shore line Is rocky and to the south 
has a long sandy beach. It is be- 
lieved the Casco Is on this beach. 

The Casco, a small clipper built as a 
private yacht, was brought to Victoria 
In 1892, and entered the sealing busi- 
ness, being later acquired by the Vic- 
toria Sealing company. The schooner 
was used by the late Robert Louis 
Stevenson In his South Sea cruises 
when tho famous novelist wrote the 
book under that title. Capt. "William 
Munro, master of the Casco, is one of 
the best known of local sealing cap- 
tains. He has been in the Casco for 
several seasons. During tho storm in 
which the steamer Valencia was lost 
a year ago this week, the Casco had 
a narrow escape from driving on t lie 
rocks at Cape Beale, having just es- 
caped the rocks when driven into 
Barkley sound before the gale.

A remedy that will do so will be 
a wolcomo piece 'of knowledge to a 
largo number of citizens of Victoria 
at the present time, and accordingly, 
oven at the risk of divulging profes- 
sional secrets, the Colonist prints it. 
For the grippe. Influenza, the 
| dreaded Russian lover, has Victoria 
in its clutches, and together with all 
tho other cities of Canada and tho 
Northern Slates, she is groaning un- 
der the despot's tyrannical sway. 

"Not for fifteen years, when tlicro 
swept over tho continent the big epi- 
demic which first attracted the atten- 
tion of tho world to the disease, have 
there been so .many cases in Vlcltorla 
as there arc at present," said Dr. 
Ernest Hall to the Colonist yester- 
day. "Judging from my own experi- 
ence and that of other doctors, 1 
should Imagine that fully one-fifth of 
tho people either are suffering or have 
suffered from tho disease." 

Victoria is by no means alono in 
her .sufferings, according to reports 
which have been received from tho 
other cities of tho coast. In Vancou- 
ver tho doctors report over three 
thousand cases, many of which are 
of a most virulent nature. The hos- 
pitals at Now Westminster are entire- 
ly filled by tho victims of the scourge, 
while several deaths from the after- 
effects of tho disease have already 
taken place. From Seattle, Portland, 
Spokane, and, in fact, from all tho 
places with which there Is direct com- 
munication, including also thoso from 
Which telegraphic reports have ar 
rived, tho news is tin: same. Tho 
grippe reigns supremo. 

Residents of Victoria may consid- 
er themselves fortunate to get off as 
lightly as they tire doing. Although 
their heads may ache, and their bod- 
ies feel as if they had been clubbed 
all over, they can comfort themselves 
with the thought that, after all, it Is 
a mild form of the disease from 
which they are suffering. 

"I can't remember a time when 
there have been so many cases," said 
Dr. Hermann Robertson to the Col- 
onist, yesterday, "but in most In- 
stances tho disease is in a mild form. 
So ftir we have only had one fatal- 
ity, and as a rule the after effects are 
not very bad. The danger in la 
grippe lies in the possibilities of ;m 
attack of pneumonia, and in our 
climate it is possible to take the prop- 
er precautions against this. What 
tho present epidemic lacks in quality, 
however, it makes up hi quantity, anil 
there are hundreds of people down 
with la grippe now." 

"I have found some rather ■curious 
after effects In some of tho cases 
which have come under my care," 
said Dr. Ernest Hall to the Colonist. 
"Catarrhal ■ troubles have been fre- 
quent, and in some instances there 
have been acute affection of tho ear."

Ho comforts sufferors, however, by 
tho assurance that the disease is sel- 
dom fatal, if proper precautions tiro 
taken, tie .also mentions that "defer- 
vescence is usually by tylysis," a fact 
Which should be a great comfort to- 
il 11 sufferers from the dread disease.) 
The Schools Affected 
The city schools are suffering se- 
verely from the ravages of the dread- 
ed disease that is now going its 
rounds. At present eight of the regu- 
lar staff are laid up for repairs, and 
the attendance bus been considerably 
reduced through the Illness of the pu- 
pils. With eight of the regular 
teachers away and others feeling far 
from well, tho situation is anything 
but pleasant.
